ed by the fruit growers especially 
the grajie and berry producers as if

culls and odds and ends of the crop 
that cannot be gotten on the regular 
market. 
Mr. Barry’.s machine which is in 
the form of a screw, pre«se.s out the 
juice and make.s it into two classe.s. 
The first juice corning out i.s nec- 
ce.ssarily free from pulp and at the 
lower end a greater portion of the 
pulp passes out into the juice. The 
first graile is u.seil by preservers in 
jelly making while that whieh con­ 
tains the pulp is u.-ed in
